are in question. The problem presented 
inthe school question is to secure to 
them their just and lawful privileges 
under the constitution in such a manner 
as to canse the minimum of interference 
with the public school system of Manito- 
ba, and in that view we think our sugges- 
tion has merita. Ags to your second 
objection we may observe that the Roman 
Catholic population contribute their share 
of all taxation for schools, and in return 
are entitled to obtain education in view 
of the rights held by the minority under 
the constitution. The contention that 
the system we propose woald be unduly 
expensive and the limitations on ordin- 
ary separate echool privileges embodied 
in our proposition, wil' be considered 
lateron. Tn so faras there is any prin- 
ciple violated by the application of 
taxes to the support of schoole in which 
Roman Catholic doctrines are taught 
your alternative suggestion would seem 
to be quite as objectionable as ours. 

Inreply to your third objection, we 
beg to urge upon you that the changes 
we suggest are much less than what we 
nnoderstand to be invelved ordinarily by 
the establishment of separate schools. 
Wedo not insist npon normal schools. 
Astotext booka and representation on 
the boards, as a matter of practice and 
admin stration we find that you raise in 
point of fact no objaction. We do not 
ask that the Roman Catholics have a 
Separate right to elect trustees or other- 
wise to have any epecial representation 
on the board of trus ees, being content 
with the protection atforded by an appeal 
to your own department of education, 
and in this reapect our proposals very 
materially limit what is alwavs consider. 
ed the privileges essential in conuection 
with a separate school system, The 
proposed schools would be controlled by 
trustees elected by the whole body of 
ratepayers under the provisions of your 
Fchool law. There does not seem tu be 
any adequate foundation for your remark 
that the carrying into effect of onr sug 
gestion would involve a modification of 
school organization greater than uanal 
in cases Of separate echools. We desired 
to minimize such modilication, and 
think to some extent we suceeded. 

As to your first objection in detail, we 
submit that under existing coaditions 
there would not arise any great practical 
inconvenience, as in moet of the locali- 
ties affected the Roman Catholics are 
sufficiently numerous to afford all ne- 
cessary facilities for grading and compe- 
tition. Ia any event it must be quite 
clear that the standard of  efliciency 
maintained wonld naturally be higher 
than can be reached by Roman Catholics 
who refuse on conscience grounds to 


| attend the public schools. and are there 


fore obliged to maintain schools from 
their own private means, and ‘vithout the 
aid of the levielative grant. Considering 
the question of efliciency alone we think 
it cannet be denied that the state of 
affairs uider the systemwe suggest would 
be very much better for te community 
than that which would) obtain under 
ox isting ¢ onditions, or under the reme- 
dial billifit became law. And if this 
be soeven the argument from efliciency 
is allupon the side of bringing the Eo- 
man Catholics amicably within the pub- 
lie school system by some sach method as 
we suggest, 

Your second objection in detail seems 
fornded on a misapprehension. Our 
WlenOrandan Was drawn in general 
teriis, and did not imany sense intend to 
exclude the principle of election on the 
part of Homan Catholics, a principle 
Whieh is clementary and whieh is em 
bodied in the remedial bill, 


As to your third objection, we cannot 
ayroe that there would be any special ad- 
vantage in having Roman Catholic chil- 
dred) it a separate room a9 distinguished 
from teaching them in a separate build- 
ing. Tt would seem tobe quiteas objeet- 
tionable on principle to separate them 
for religiouy exercises, a3 one of your ows 
diupestiong would involye, 

We etnnot altoyether follow your rea: 
soniny with respect to the financial ob 
jectiona, As befere stated the Roman 
Catholics tnu-t pay theirshare of the tax- 
ation, beat preat or small, and in return 
they havea right to edueational privil- 
eyes.
